WHAT DOES THE BIBLE SAY ABOUT,....? 
A Service of the Elba Church of Christ 


“Why Does All Churches of Christ call their preachers ‘‘min- 
ister’ rather than ‘Pastor’ or ‘Reverend’?” 
-P.W., Elba 


From an-examination of what the Bible teaches in. giving consid- 
} eration to this question, last week an answer was given as to why 
preachers should not he called “Pastor,” or “Reverend.” The Bible 
is just to clear to-even warrant any justification for a man to use 
the title “Reverend,” for no man’s name is as holy as the name of 
God. As for the title “Pastor,” there is never to be just one man to 
be “the Pastor” in the local congregation for that distinction 
belongs to Christand to Him only (1 Peter 5:4). And, there is no 
erealer organization on-earth than that of the local congreation, 
therefore one maim does not have authority over one or more 
churches of Christ. In the Jocal congreation of the body of Christ, 
there must be two or more men qualified to serve to be appointed 
us elders (overseers, bishops, presbyters, ‘shepherds, pastors). 
Also in Ephestans 4:11, where the only time the word pastor is 
found in the New Testament (and it is used inthe plural sense) 
there is:a clear distinction made between “evangelist” (which are 
preachers) and “pastors.” They cannot be one in the same, for 
they dre not. also the same as apostles or prophets (Ephesians 
4:11), The only way.a man can be both a preacher and a pastor is 
if he is qualified to serve as an elder along with one or more other 
men in the congregation, And once again as we noticed last week 
the word pastor is referring to an office not a:title. 
But, conceming’ calling the preacher “minister,” we must also 
look to the Bible to see if we have the approval given by our Lord 
to do $0; Do all churches of Christ call their preachers “minis- 
ters?” The answer to this question is no. For not every local con- 
gregation calls the preacher “minister,” A man who serves the 
local congregation in preaching the gospel, can be called a 
preacher (Romans 10:14), an evangelist’ (Ephesians 4:11), or a 
minister (1 Timothy 4:6), This is not in giving the mana title, but 
in recognizing a role m which he serves in the church. In fact 
every Christian is a minister, for the word simply means a servant, 
and every Christian is to be a servant of Christ: So while | cannot 
say that all churches of Christ call their preachers “ministers,” I 
can say that whatever distinction is made in recognizing the man 
who preaches .the gospel it must be a scriptual distinction. And it 
is not scriptual to call any man “Reverend,” or just one man in the 
congregation “Pastor.” | would encourage every one to ask their 
so-called “Reverends” and “Pastors,” by what authority do they 
cull themselves these titles,

He said this proposed tobacco 
tax would add all other tobacco 
products to the tax list. This 
includes such products as cigars, 
chewing tobacco, snuff, etc., 
and the mayor said this tax 
would bring a projected $2,000 
to the town each year. 

The fifth item brought to the 
attention of the citizens was the 
idea of increasing the sewer 
rates by $1 per month. 

McMonagle said the last time 
the sewage rates were increased 
was 1995, and this would gener- 
ate an additional $490 per 
month or $5,880 per year for the 
town. 

Finally, Cole explained the 
option for a volunteer $1 per 
month donation for the town’s 
ambulance service. He said this 
$1 would be applied to the citi-

would be strictly a volunteer 
payment. 

Cole said if a citizen did not 
want to pay the dollar, he/she 
could simply subtract it from the 
bill. 

The main purpose behind this 
proposal came from an increase 
in the amount the town pays 
monthly to assure ambulance 
service for the people of New 
Brockton. In the past, New 
Brockton had been paying 
$1,000 for ambulance service 
from Enterprise; however, Cole 
said Enterprise increased its 
amount by $500. 

“We're between a rock and a 
hard spot,” council member 
Ricky Strickland said. “We've 
got to have revenue to stay 
afloat.” 

Cole also provided: the citi- 
zens with information on a cou- 
ple of ways the town is looking 
at reducing expenses to include: 
reducing the weekly hours for 
police by 35 and eliminating all 
overtime. 

One citizen said she felt the 
best way for the town to gener- 
ate the needed funds would be 
to increase the sales tax by one 
percent instead of one half per- 
cent. 

Another citizen, Bill Tindol, 
said he felt the sales tax propos- 
al was the only fair way to go. 
With the town estimating a need 
of an additional $30-40,000, he 
said this would-almost take care 
of the deficit the town is looking 
at, and he felt the citizens would 
be more willing to pay. this 
instead of some of the other pro- 
posals, 

Also, Tindol said he felt the 
tobacco tax should be one that 
the town does implement. 

The mayor closed the town 
hall meeting by thanking every- 
one for their attendance, and he 
said he felt suré New Brockton 
would find a way to survive this 
difficult time.

Troy State University scales the 
Great Wall of China 


40 Troy State University stu 
dents brought new meaning to 
the idea of “leaving home” for 
college, Their trip took them 
§,000 miles from.their homes in 
the People’s Republic: of China 
to Troy's main campus in south 
Alabama, Now, thanks to. a 
unique academic agreement 
signed in. Ciina® by TSU 
Chancellor, Dr Jack Hawkins, 
Jr. and, representatives of 14 
Chinese universities, many 
more young Chinese men and 
women will find themselves 
making similar journeys 

Troy State, already a major 
player in the international edu- 
cation market with students 
from 54 countries enroHed.at its 
main campus, is One of. four 
American schools to partner 
with Chinese universities in the 
“Sino-Ameri¢an) 1-2-1 Joint- 
Degree Program.” But so. far 
Troy is the only school to have 
participating students on cam- 
pus. Under the terms ,of the 
agreement, Chinese students 
will spend their first year at their 
home university, their second. 
and third years at Troy State. 
and-return home for their final 
year of study, » Students who 
graduate will receive diplomas 
from both schools. ° 

‘Dr. Hawkins and his staff had 
to clear a number of diplomatic 
hurdles in order to make Troy's 
participation in the “1-21 pro- 
gram.a reality. Very few Chinese 
undergraduate © students — are 
visas to 
allow: them to come to the 
United States to study. “Dr. 
Hawkins was able to get signifi- 
cant political support from sena- 
tors and congressmen: so that we 
could start the program. last 
August,” said Dr. Curt Porter, 
Troy State's Dean of 
International Programs, 

Dr. Porter describes the 
Chinese. students’ already 
enrolled at Troy State as “pio- 
neers who, in the next year-and- 
a-half, will become the experts 
on the United States in this 
unique relationship,” 

One of those “experts in the 
making” is Chunlan Yu. She 
recalls her first days on campus. 


“L knew | had to go out to meet 
more people but had problems 
because of iny language skills,” 
she said, “At first I felt scared to 
stay only with Americans who 
speak English. But they were 
anxious to speak with me.” 

Chulan and her classmates 
found a number of other 
Chinese students already living 
on the Troy campus, Dr, Porter 
says the other 52 Chinese stu- 
dents, who are not part of the 
"12-1" program, have helped 
their counterparts adjust to cam- 
pus life 

At u recent. assembly. -of 
Chinese students. enrolled at 
TSU, Chancellor Hawkins said 
he feels China’s. economy is 
about to see its best. days. ‘With 
China joining the World Trade 
Organization and preparing to 
host the Olympic games, China 
is Opening its doors to others 


around the world,”. Hawkins 
said, “and we want to share in 
that.” ‘ 


During his recent trip to visit 
four of the participating Chinese 
universities and to sign the “1-2 
1 agreement, Dr. Hawkins told 
his hosts he believes Troy State 
can play a vital role in helping 


_China meet its goal of having at 


least 19 percent of its population 
to hold a university, degreé. “We 
can also ensure that the next 
generation of Chinese leaders 
understands American EuInute: ix 
he added. 

For, the. Chinese students, 
understanding American culture 
begins with learning to speak 
English well. Each student 
admitted to the “1-2-1” program 
must demonstrate a proficiency 
in written. and spoken English, 
Chancellor Hawkins told the 
Chinese educators, “From years 
of enrolling and educating for: 
eign Students, we've learned 
that failure to’ ensuré basic 
English ‘proficiency. from the 
outset leads to academic strug- 
gles and few, if any, successes.” 

Chengian Zhu came to Troy 
State from Suzhou “University. 
She understands the necessity of 
improving her communications 
skills, ; 
English at first because we.came 


“We. struggled with. 


to an English environment,” she 
told the audience at the student 
assembly. “We need to try to 
take English as our primary lin- 
guage. Itis not easy. I think we 
have all improved our listening 
and speaking skills a lot, though 


‘we cannot do it perfectly. But 


we are in progress.” 

Troy State encourages. all of 
its foreign students — and the 
Chinese in particular to 
become involved) in yarious 
aspects of campus life and non 
academic activities. Liang Ge is 
a feguilar al Sporting events on 
campus. “Lust semester:we had 
football: games,” he said, “and 1 in 
wimer atthe first of this semes 
ter. we have a lot of basketball 
games and. then baseball games 
I like thent very much.” 

Chuan Wang is a competitive 
swimmer who welcomes the 
challenge of coming to an 
American university. In his 
impromptu. remarks to ‘the 
assembly he said, “I found-out | 
really like ‘it here. Campus is 
beautiful. Teachers help you a 
lot, 1 have many American 
friends.,.. they treat ‘me. like 
family” Despite his warm feel- — 
ings for Troy State, Johnson is 
anxious to/return to China. “My 
country needs me...needs my 
knowledge, — | want to: be an 
Olympie coach or an Olympic 
trainer: That's my goal.” 

Chinese and American® cus 
toms often collide. Troy State 
officials learned quickly ‘to 
remind the Chinese students that 
unlike the larger cities in then 
homeland, in-the U.S. pedestri- 
ans do not have the right-of-way 
when it comes to sharing a busy 
street with cars and trucks 

. Most Chinese students are 
used to traveling’ around, their 
hometowns. on bicycles. And. 
much to the: delight of the first 
delegation arriving in Trdy last 
August, TSU Trustee Dr. Doug 
Hawkins had arranged forruny 
student who wantedone fo'have 
abicycle to use while attending 
Troy State. Many of them took 
hin: up on his offer — although 
some say they prefer learning to 
drive an American automobile

Living a foster life 


Susana, age’ 17, has been in 
the same foster home since she 
was ten. years old. Her ‘birth 
mother had serious health prob- 
lems and died when she was 
five, leaving Susanna and her 
two brothers to be cared for by 
an alcoholic father. The children 
were placed in foster care when 
the Department of ' Human 
Resources discovered them in a 
house whose occupants were 
arrested for growing marijuana. 
The father could not be found. It 
is believed that he may be ‘in 
Florida, or perhaps Georgia, 

The two brothers moved to 
another foster. home, but 
Susanna has remained in the 
same foster home. She is loved 
and cared for by foster parents 
who have encouraged her and 
given her a stable environment 
where she can flourish. 

Today, Susanna is a junior in 
high school and earns A’s and 
B's, with an occasional C in 
math. She plays the French horn 
in the school band. She also par- 
Ucipates in the concert band; 
this has led to opportunities to 
travel to Six Flags, and Disney 
World, as well as other trips, 
She recently learned to drive 
when her foster mother nervous- 
ly sat in the passenger seat while 


she practiced, just as any other 
parent would do. She earned her 
driver's license-a signal 
moment for any teenager. A 
family she regularly 

babysat: forgave her an old 
car to fix up. It couldn't be 
repiired so she sold the parts 
and financed’ a “new” 1989 
Toyota Corolla, She works 24 
hours a week at a pecan farm 
carning $6 an hour to make her 
cur payments. 

Susanna is involved in her 
church and its mission activities. 
She has made mission trips to 
Massachusetts, Florida, and 
North Dakota, She teaches a 
bible study class for younger 
children, 

Like so many other high 
school juniors she is working 
with her guidance counselor to 
find scholarships and grants to 
finance her education for col- 
lege. She is not sure what she 
wants to do, but is sure that 
work in the church will influ- 
ence her career choice. 

Does Susanna’s life sound 
normal to you? It does to us, 
Like so many other Alabama 
Children, she has found a nor- 
mal life in a foster home that 
provides love, and hope, and 
joy, and a sense of belonging. 
Foster homes cannot make 
growth occur, Like biological 
families they provide the right 
environment and the necessary 
challenges so young people can 
choose to change and grow 


themselves. Susanna has made 
the right choices while living a 
foster life. 

One of the reasons we have 
the Foster Children’s Trust Fund 
is to assist Susanna and others 
When they choose to enter col- 
lege.
